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City Goes Ahead On Plans 
To Buy Most Of Parcel 1

After lengthy negotiations, the city council on May 16, passed 
an ordinance that gave the green light to appropriate funds for the 
purchase of two tracts of land totaling 28.336 acres in parcel 1 
(located in the north eastern portion of Greenbelt). The total cost 
of the land is $300,000 with an additional $15,000 to cover the costs 
of settlement. 


CITY C0UKCIL CAREFULLY SCANS 
ELDERLY HOUSING PROJECT PLANS

At a special meeting Tuesday, May 10, city council members 
expressed pleasure with preliminary drawings for the proposed 
elderly housing facility, to be built on the present site of the Ridge 
Rd. Center, The drawings, prepared by senior architect Steve 
Parker of the Adelphi firm of Lawrence & Grimm, show a 100-unit 
facility with a common dining room, multipurpose room, library, 
laundry, craftshop, clinic, lounge spaces, patios, and greenhouse. 


Basically a T shape, the two 
wings of the building’s longest side 
face Ridge Rd., with a perpendicu¬ 
lar wing in the center leading to 
the rear toward the present GHI 
garden plots. The long facade is 
broken, however, as the wing of 
the T closest to Southway is set 
back about 30 feet from the left 
Iwuid (or eastern) wing. A cano¬ 
pied portico at the juncture of 
these two wings creates the formal 
entrance to the building. A ser¬ 
vice entrance is shown at the far 
west end of the building but at a 
lower level made possible by the 
steep slope of the lot. Access to 
bo#j entrances is shown through a 
parking lot fronting on Ridge in 
khe northwest comer of the prop¬ 
erty. 

A fair amount of council discus¬ 
es k*i focused on suggested plans 
four canvas canopies at both front 
and back of the building and on 
traffic congestion in the parking 
lot. Other major concerns were 
liie possible noise level of air eon-

•autiantt at the front entrance, the 
design of storage space, and the 
•tooice of windows. 

The Canopy Question 

T%e architect's suggestion speci¬ 
fics « canvas awning at the build- 
ingffs main entrance, with seating 
fco be available under its shelter. 
Suck a canopy could, however, be 
made of a permanent material, such 
as metal or plastic. Conversation 
focused on esthetic, rather than ec¬ 
onomic factors — whether canvas 
might appear too pretentious, like 
the canopies in front of exclusive 
holds, or whether it might in fact 
appear ^warmer” and more inviting 
than the permanent types of awn¬ 
ings often used at fast food places. 
All agreed that canvas awnings 
were the appropriate choice for the 
dining-room window’s at the rear 
of the building looking out on one 
of the patios. 

Eventually council deferred a de- 
oiaion on the choice of canopy ma¬ 
teria! for the front entrance, leav¬ 
ing the question for consideration 
by members of the Senior Citizens 
group, who might better represent 
the tastes of future occupants of 
the building Similarly, the choice 
of window design for individual 
units whether sliding glass doors 
with a false balcony effect or win¬ 
dows set two feet above the floor 
was referred to this group, repre¬ 
sented at the meeting by Connie 
McKnew of the Senior Citizens Ad¬ 
visory Committee. 

In fact, throughout discussion of 
the plans, this reporter was struck 
by the concern of council members 
for the quality of life and the au¬ 
tonomy for its tenants which choi¬ 
ces in building design would make 
possible. Clearly some council mem¬ 
bers could envision themselves as 
future residents, identifying with 
the needs and interests of those 
who would occupy the future fa¬ 
cility. 

Thus the question of whether to 
design a large common storage 
room with some kind of checking 
system, or an area with separate, 
individually locked 5 by 5-ft. cu¬ 
bicles was resolved in favor of the 
latter, as being less regimented, 
more personal, and easier to admin¬ 
ister. But security rather than free¬ 
dom was the question in regard to 
the arrangement of front desk in 


relation to the main entrance and 
the elevators. Although the design 
showed the elevators as out of the 
line of vision of the desk attendant, 
council agreed that access to them 
could be monitored by use of large 
mirrors placed on the opposite side 
of the hallway. 

Impact on Neighborhood 

All councilmen were concerned 
with the potential impact on the 
neighborhood of the new facility. 
The closest adjacent building, a 
row of 24 court, stands 60 feet from 
the line. Only a short wall of the 
new structure, end wall of the east 
wing, would face toward this court, 
and only windows to provide light 
to the corridor would break this 
wall. Although land currently used 
for parking by 24 court residents 
would no longer be available, coun¬ 
cil noted that the court parking lot 
could be expanded by five or six 
spaces. Access to the GHI garden 
plots, currently reached by the 
Ridge Rd. Center driveway, could 
be achieved by a new road from 
Garden.way. 

The building’s exterior, a new 
type of stucco, would be selected in 
a beige or off-white color to blend 
with the flat-roofed courts across 
the street. Because of the steep 
slope of the lot to the rear and to 
the west, the 3-story wing to the 
east and the 4-story wing to the 
west would have the same roof line. 
The 3-story rear wing would have 
a lower roof line. 

A major concern to council was 
any possible noise factor from the 
air conditioning unit, and city man¬ 
ager Jim Giese was directed to 
raise this point with the architect. 
All agreed that investment in noise 
control would in the long run prove 
an economy. 

Barking 

Although driveways to the main 
entrance and the service door must 
pass through the parking lot, no 
alternative is feasible because of 
the narrow frontage on Ridge Rd. 
But council members were concern¬ 
ed that the number of parking spa¬ 
ces allotted — 30 per cent of the 
number of units — would be too 
limited. Giese was directed to in- 
from the architect that additional 
spaces should be provided, partic¬ 
ularly as parking on Ridge Rd. 
would be somewhat curtailed by a 
pedestrian walkway. All agreed 
with iGese’s suggestion of a push¬ 
button flashing red light to aid 
pedestrians to cross Ridge Rd. Be¬ 
cause of the steep slope on Ridge, 
visibility for fast-moving vehicles 
is sharply curtailed. 

Private Apartments 

The final drawing presented by 
the architectural firm showed two 
models of the basic apartment unit. 
One model, for handicapped resi¬ 
dents, featured a “drive-in shower” 
to accommodate a wheel chair. All 
such units would be constructed at 
the basement level because of de¬ 
sign factors involving the shower 
drain. 

The other model offers a tub 
bath, but in all other ways is simil- 
the model for handicapped ten¬ 
ants. Both models have one bed¬ 
room, a living-dining area, a kit¬ 
chen with pass-through window 
into the dining space, a large dres¬ 
sing closet, and a bath. Kitchens 
will be equipped with garbage dis¬ 
posal units but not dishwashers. 


Federal Open Space grants ($12b - 
400) and State Open Space grants 
($29,300) will partially offset the 
cost of the land. These funds are 
available because the city was giv¬ 
en authority to transfer approved 
but unspent grant funds from the 
proposed acquisition of the Furey 
property. Acquisition of the Furey 
property has never been accomp¬ 
lished due to an unwillingness on 
the part of the property owners to 
sell, and an inability to condemn 
due to the property being situated 
adjacent to, but outside, the city’s 
northern corporate limits. 

Capital Improvement Funds will 
cover the remaining cost of the 
land. This fund was established 
with the proceeds of the sale of a 
$950,000 bond issue in 1969. Since

A Greenbelter, Ken Goldblatt, has won first place in the black 
and white competition of the 2nd Annual Photography Contest 
sponsored by the Washington Post. There were ten winners in 
all with one first place winner in black and white and one in color; 
two second place winners in each category; and two third place 
winners. All winning pictures appeared in the Potomac magazine 
section of the Post on Sunday, May 8. Goldblatt does not generally 
enter contests because of his feelings about releasing the rights to 
his photographs, but happily, he did so this year. 


He was made aware of the con¬ 
test by an advertisement in the 
Post itself, and submitted six pic¬ 
tures in all, on various subjects; 
throe color and three in black and 
white. Goldblatt considers his win¬ 
ning entry a “classic” photograph. 
It was taken in Calvert County in 
Southern Maryland in the office of 
a country doctor. In the photo the 
doctor is examining his patient and 
her child is shyly standing near¬ 
by. The picture was taken in con¬ 
junction with fund-raising efforts 
being made by the about-to-retire 
physician to foster construction of 
a community health center. Gold¬ 
blatt shot the picture at the ^nd 
of a long and tiring day of office 
hours and four rolls of film. His 
other entries included his own son 
holding a dandelion, and a strong 
photograph of a maximum secur¬ 
ity prisoner. 

Photography is not a hobby for 
Ken Goldblatt, but a profession. 
He works in Baltimore and free 
lances in the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton area. He originally came to 
Maryland from Texas pursuing a 
doctoral degree at the University 
of Maryland. His ambition was to 
write, but finding it easier to pub¬ 
lish his material with pictures, he 
became more interested in pho¬ 
tography. 

Within the last year, Goldblatt 
placed two pictures in the Nation’s 
Capitol Photographer’s Competition 
sponsored by the Corcoran Gallery. 
Several years ago he displayed his 
work at Twin Pines. Recently Gold¬ 
blatt has taught a course in pho¬ 
tography for the Maryland Nation¬ 
al-Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission at Greenbelt Junior High 
School.

that time the city has undertaken 
a variety of projects totaling $2,- 
004,300. This was possible because 
the bond funds have been supple¬ 
mented with a variety of state and 
federal grant moneys and contribu 
tions from other sources. 

Letter of Confirmation 

In a recent letter to the city Bur¬ 
ton J. Reiner, a trustee for the 
acreage to be purchased, confirm¬ 
ed that the trustees were willing 
to sell the land to the city for 
$300,000. He wrote that the offer 
“is contingent on settlement be 
ing made prior to June 1, 1977: 
the execution of an appropriate 
agreement in a form acceptable to 
both parties that will assure future 
access, utility and road rights-of- 
way to the remaining land; and all 
costs of conveyance being borne by 
the city.” 

The larger tract of land io be 
purchased, 24.336 acres, is a strip 
running along the city’s northern 
border between Laurel Hill Road 
and the 13-acre triangular-shaped 
Federal surplus property adjacent 
to the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way that was deeded to the city by 
the government in October, 1972. 
A conditon of this grant was that 
the city obtain at least 15 acres 
of additional parkland next to the 
property. 

The other tract is a 4.0 acre 
wedge of land that borders the 
B W Parkway immediately south 
of the Federal surplus land and 
connects with the Board of Educa¬ 
tion property north of Northway 
Road extended. 

The purchase will enable the cfcy 
to have an unbroken strip of land 
(about 1.2 miles long) bordering Sfcs 
northeastern corner to be used as 
a bikeway and walking path. Even¬ 
tually the city hopes to have a as¬ 
tern of connecting bikeways that 
will also hook up to county and 
state trails. 

Some 102,6 acres of undeveloped 
land zoned Rural-Planned-Cbm- 
munity will remain in Parcel 1 
following the purchase of the two 
tracts by the city. Of these, 10 
acres are owned by the Board 
Education and the remaining pro¬ 
perty is privately owned. 

Parcel 2 

The city is also in the process of 
obtaining appraisals of the property 
in parcel 2 located between Ridge 
Road and the B-W Parkway south 
of Northway Road extended. The 
construction of the Housing for tfiie 
Elderly project on the Ridge Road 
Center site necessitates the porch 
ase of a comparable amount of 
open space replacement land since 
the tract was originally purchased 
with Federal and State open space 
monies. Funds from the elderly 
housing mortgage , loan from the 
State of Maryland are anticipated 
to be sufficient to purchase up to 
6.5 acres in Parcel 2 ($99,000). A- 
bout 13 acres will remain in pri¬ 
vate ownership following such a 
purchase.

Board to Seat Student 

A student is to become the tenth 
member of the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education on July 
1, 1977. The Maryland General As¬ 
sembly enacted legislation putting 
a student on the county’s Board of 
Education during its last session. 
At its April 28 meeting, the Board 
gave the formal go-ahead to proce¬ 
dures that will allow a student to 
be elected this spring, instead of 
waiting until next year, even though 
the legislature’s bill doesn’t take 
effect until July 1. 

The Prince Georges Regional As¬ 
sociation of Student Governments 
(PGRASG), the group representing 
the student governments in the 
county’s public schools, is to elect 
the new Board member on May 25. 
Chris Kelleher, PGRASG President, 
told the Board that students already 
are set up to handle the election. 
They had requested the emergency 
resolution approved by the Board 
on the 28th, so that they wouldn’t 
chance missing a full year of repre¬ 
sentation on the Board. The new 
law specifies that the student mem¬ 
ber selectio take place in the spring 
and students wanted that to 
mean this spring, not next spring, 
for the first-time balloting. 

The student member will ont have 
a vote on the Board of Education, 
but will be able to participate in the 
debate and offer motions on an 
equal basis with the elected, salar¬ 
ied adult members. The student 
will draw no paycheck from the 
school system, but will be reimburs¬ 
ed for expenses. Both the law and 
the Board’s resolution limit the 
studetn member’s attendance in its 
regular closed-door executive ses¬ 
sions. The resolution specifies that 
the student may attend only execu¬ 
tive sessions or portions of them 
specified by the other Board mem¬ 
bers by majority vote. Executive 
sessions are held to discuss person¬ 
nel and land acquisitions matters 
or to receive legal advice, but all 
matters must be brought out into 
public session for any final decision. 

Technically, the student board 
member bill still faces one more 
hurdle before it takes effect: it 
hasn’t yet been signed by Governor 
Marvin Mandek The Governor’s of¬ 
fice says the measure should be act¬ 
ed upon by mid-May, and that so 
far his aids who review legislation 
have found no problems with it.

Skateboarding Tips 

The Greenbelt Recreation Depart¬ 
ment has received assistance from 
the East-Coast Skateboard in run¬ 
ning the city’s skateboard rallies 
and promoting safety. The follow¬ 
ing guidelines are suggested: 

1. Parents should scout their neigh¬ 
borhood for a safe place for 
young children to ride skate¬ 
boards. School yards, where there 
is smooth pavement, but no traf¬ 
fic, are a good bet. Never allow 
children to use the streets. 

2. Expect to develop skill slowly 
step by step. Do not skateboard 
faster than you can run. When 
skateboarding down an incline, 
don’t build up speed, but zig 
zag or traverse as in skiing. 

3. Wear proper safety clothing - 
sneakers, helmets, knee and el¬ 
bow pads, heavy pants, jackets 
when appropriate. Construction 
type or bulky gloves, will cushion 
a fall. 

4. Never skate near traffic. Remem¬ 
ber skateboarders can’t be seen 
easily by the car drivers. Be 
careful of the driver in a parked 
vehicle who may swing his door 
open. 

5. The best time to skateboard is 
by day, on clean surfaces where 
you can see the full extent of 
your expected course. Avoid 
skateboarding at night, and on 
surfaces that are wet, icy, sandy, 
gravelly or dirty. 

6. Do not skate through an inter¬ 
section, and, always be prepared 
to disboard halfway down any 
path that leads to an unknown 
area. 

7. Always complete a regular main¬ 
tenance check before each out¬ 
ing, and as often as required. If 
a locknut is loose and bearings 
fall out, or if a piece of gravel 
is already inside the bearing hub, 
a nasty and unexpected fall could 
result. Large wide wheels are 
generally better for steep in¬ 
clines because of the increased 
contact with the surface. Wheels 
should be TV’-2” wide for rally 
competition.

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GHI Prepares For Annual Meeting; 
Okays Contract For Trim Painting 


Recreational Groups 
Ask For More Funds

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc., Board of Directors tied up a few 
pieces of business at its regular meeting Thursday, May 12, and 
discussed last minute details in preparation for the annual meeting 
(held last night, May 18). Farewells were offered to two depart¬ 
ing directors — Ted Byerly and Jim Wright — who chose not to 
run again, and wishes of good luck went to the six candidates vie- 
ing for the five openings on the board (voting ended tonight at 7 


p.m.) 

In an effort to provide information 
that might be useful to members at 
the annual meeting, management 
was requested to prepare examples 
comparing the present townhouse 
resale fomula with the petitioned 
formula. Also asked for was a 
comparison of contracts for the 
town houses — both current and 
proposed — along with the stand¬ 
ard mutual ownership contract 
used for the frame and brick homes. 

Trim Paint Contract 

This year's budget calls for paint¬ 
ing the trim on one-fifth of the 
homes this summer. The contract 
will be offered to the lowest bidder, 
General Maintenance Service Com¬ 
pany, whose bid of $47,794 was $4,000 
under the next lowest bid and some 
$18,000 under the amount cal¬ 
led for in this year's budget. Gen¬ 
eral Manager, Roy Breashears rec- 
cemended to the board that the full 
$59,840 budgeted be used. Since 
the trim paint program is two to 
three years behind schedule (a vic¬ 
tim of budget cuts in previous 
years), painting additional units 
this year (24 brick, 75 frame) would 
help the corporation catch up. The 
board unanimously agreed. 

Ron Johnson, of General Main¬ 
tenance, has furnished GHI with 
a performance bond equal to 100 
percent of the work proposed. John¬ 
son is the son of John W. Johnson 
who had earlier held GHI's trim 
paint contracts for a number of 
years; the father will now serve as 
a consultant to his son's company. 

With some agonizing over mem¬ 
bers who make their improvements 
first and ask permission afterwards, 
the board okayed a member's re¬ 
quest to finish covering the asbes¬ 
tos shingles of his frame home (7 
Research) with cedar shakes 
(shingles). The cedar is considered 
attractive, though quite expensive, 
and maintenance-free. It offers a 
possible alternative exterior for 
frame homes. However, because of 
the cost, cedar shingles are unlikely 
to be considered by the corporation 
for wide-scale use in any future re¬ 
habilitation scheme. , 

Miscellaneous 

A donation of $50 was made to 
the Maryland Association for Retar¬ 
ded Citizens, Inc. Last year GHI 
sponsored member Charles Schwan, 
who rode in the Bike-a-Thon for 
the Retarded. Schwan, who had in¬ 
tended to ride again this year, was 
unable to do so. 

Grounds and Structures crews 
will be cleaning gutters and down 
spouts and storm sewer lines \ on 
a scheduled basis.

GHI ENDS YEAR 
IN THE BLACK

For the second year in a row 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., has finished 
its operations in the black. The 

1976 financial statements prepared 
by GHI comptroller Don McGinn 
show that the corporation had an 
excess of income over expenditures 
of $65,700 — with the help of re¬ 
serves. This outcome was slightly 
better than the 1975 figure of $37,- 
600. In 1974 and 1973, the reverse 
was true with deficits of $82,100 
and $37,200, respectively, mainly due 
to the fuel oil crisis. 

The 1976 fuel oil story for GHI 
showed considerable real savings 
in consumption due to the heating- 
conservation programs of the past 
several years. Projects completed 
during 1976 include: 1. conversion 
of South End frame home heat¬ 
ing plants from steam to hot wa¬ 
ter; 2. conversion of #23 Plant in 
the North End of town to hot water; 
3. insulation of floors of almost 
half of the frame homes; and, 4, 
increase in heating personnel for 
preventive maintenance. However, 
the other side of the story showed 
more money was expended than had 
been budgeted due to the extreme 
cold during the middle of the win¬ 
ter, Heating costs for the frame 
homes exceeded their budgeted a- 
mount by $25,500. This kind of 
fluctuation should be cut consider¬ 
ably after the conversion during 

1977 of the three remaining large 
steam plants. (The 1976/77 fuel 
oil savings from the conversion of 
#23 Plant was 41% over the 1975/76 
season.) The brick heating costs 
were slightly below budget ($5,100), 
perhaps due in part to the preven¬ 
tive maintenance. 

Maintenance 

The brick home maintenance 
costs ran above the budget ($8,600), 
largely due to the rising cost of ma¬ 
terial. Maintenance costs for the 
frame homes also were above the 
budget ($26,000). In this case in¬ 
creased labor, water line problems 
and materials were the responsible 
factors. 

Administrative costs outran the 
budget by $10,700. Primary expense 
was the hiring \for the first time 
of a full-time inspector. Increased 
postal, paper and related office ex¬ 
penses were also causes. 

Utilities 

Some of the largest deficits oc¬ 
curred for such uncontrollable costs 
such as real estate taxes (county) 
$33,100; waste collection (city) 
$3,200; and water and sewer (sani¬ 
tary commission) $43,900. 

Helping the favorable position 
was $9,500 in earnings from GDC 
(Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion, GHI’s wholly owned subsidi¬ 
ary which manages the Parkway 
apartments). The needed $33,100 
in real estate taxes came from the 
real estate tax reserves. Monies not 
spent from the capital improvement 
loan, $31,000, will go toward amorti¬ 
zation of the loan in fiscal 1977. 


The city council heard requests 
from various recreational groups 
for city funds in a budget work 
session on May 11. In a 216 hour 
session, representatives of the 
groups submitted reports on their 
groups’ activities and made their 
requests for financial contributions 
from the city. 

The organizations are requesting 
contributions. According to James 
gram leaders from the city as in¬ 
cluded in the city’s proposed 1977- 
78 recreational budget. Although the 
city is proposing $1700 for program 
leaders and $11,300 for contributions 
to organizations, the organizations 
are asking for $3600 for program 
leaders and more than $11,300 in 
contributions. Acocrding to James 
Giese, city manager, some requests 
for extra funds probably won't be 
met 

The biggest requested increase in 
funds came from the Choral Arts 
Society, which asked for $2200 to pay 
the salaries of a director and an 
accompanist, according to spokes¬ 
person Margaret Warner. Last 
year, the city approved $800 to pay 
these salaries. According to War¬ 
ner, the choral group has 20 singers 
and schedules 4 concerts a year. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band also 
requested an increase in funds at 
the meeting: $1,000 for a band dir¬ 
ector and $1,000 in contributions. 
Last year, the city gave the band 
$500 for a director and $600 in con¬ 
tributions. According to the band 
spokesman, the group needs more 
money for instruments. 

At the meeting the Greenbelt 
Soccer Association requested $1,532, 
$500 more than last year. The soc¬ 
cer club expects over 140 members 
next year and needs additional mo¬ 
ney for expansion of its teams, ac¬ 
cording to the club spokesman. 

Other requests made by organ! 
zations at the meeting were: $400 
for a winter swim coach; $3800 for 
the Boys and Girls Club; $1330 for 
the Aquatic Boosters Club; $2500 
lor the Greenbelt Little League; 
and $900 for Springhill Lake Base¬ 
ball. Also, $200 for the Greenbelt 
Running Club; $500 for the Green¬ 
belt Tennis Association; $4300 in 
city services for the Greenbelt La¬ 
bor Day Festival; and $350 for 
Washington Ear, a radio service for 
the blind and visually handicapped.

E. Roosevelt PTSA

The final PTSA meeting for this 
year was held in the guidance cen¬ 
ter of Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School on April 19. Dr. Wheeler, 
guidance department chairman, de¬ 
scribed the strategy they have de¬ 
veloped for reaching all the stu¬ 
dents. They have a guidance staff/ 
pupil ratio of 350 to 1. This year 
they have had one counsellor on 
general duty each day available to 
students on a walk-in basis. Group 
meetings were held by grade level 
to demonstrate materials, check CR 
cards and schedules, and answer 
questions. This year, each student 
was scheduled into a guidance 
group session once or twice each 
semester. The staff relies on the 
fact that students must help them¬ 
selves use the facility. There is a 
large career- college -information 
center set up as a self-help unit. 
This is. open to anyone in the com¬ 
munity when the building is open. 
The public is encouraged to come 
in and use it so long as they do not 
seek time from the staff. 

The school has a guidance advis 
ory committee composed of 4 staff, 
4 students, 4 parents, 1 administra¬ 
tor, and 1 guidance staff member. 
They are recruiting additional vol¬ 
unteers for such projects as a 
speakers' bureau for faculty to draw 
on for career information. Addi¬ 
tional goals are to continue main¬ 
taining the open guidance center 
and to fuse guidance resources into 
the teachers curriculum. All the 
counsellors were present and met 
with parents individually following 
the meeting . 

In addition to the program, PTSA 
members discussed goals for next 
year. A committee was formed to 
plan projects supporting non-athlet- 
ic organizations. The group would 
also like to work on needs as iden¬ 
tified by the faculty. 

Ray Ogden, principal, answered 
questions, discussed current activi¬ 
ties and announced that all are wel¬ 
come to attend an evening orienta¬ 
tion to be held tonight for next 
year's incoming students and par¬ 
ents. 

Officers for 77-78 were installed. 
All people who have paid dues 
thus far will be counted as members 
for next year. They are the charter 
members of the organization.

Anti-Rabies Campaign 

Citing Maryland's first human 
rabies death since 1945 as a warn¬ 
ing, Dr. Donald K. Wallace, coun¬ 
ty health officer, announced plans 
for the Health Department’s 1977 
rabies immunization clinics. 

The law now requires that ail 
dogs and cats be vaccinated against 
rabies. Dogs between three and 12 
months of age will be protected for 
one year. Dogs over one year will 
be protected for three years. Cats 
require protection every year. No 
other pets will be immunized at 
the public clinics. 

Maryland has experienced a dra¬ 
matic rise in the number of cases 
of animal rabies, with 47 cases con 
firmed in 1976 compared to only 16 
in 1975. 

A Cecil County resident, bitten 
last May by a bat, died despite re¬ 
ceiving the recommended treatment. 
She was the first rabies fatality in 
Maryland in 31 years, 

A total of 16,780 animal bites 
were reported across the State last 
year. Eight of these involved bats 
that had bitten humans. Prince 
George's county residents reported 
about 2,500 animal bites in 1976. 

To offset the medical costs invol¬ 
ved in the rabies program, a dona¬ 
tion of $2 is requested for each pec 
vaccinated.
